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Brief  History  of  Euclid  High  Schools 

In  1868,  the  first  high  school  was  organized  in  Euclid  Township. 
Classes  were  held  in  a  School  Street  building.  There  were  six  students  in 
the  class,  with  the  teacher  also  acting  as  principal  and  superintendent. 

The  first  high  school  building  was  built  on  North  Street  in  1894. 
Forty-five  were  enrolled  in  the  school.  The  first  commencement  was  held 
on  May  28,  1897,  with  six  graduates  receiving  diplomas.  (There  were  six 
graduates  ...  and  eleven  men  on  the  Board  of  Education.)  That  year  there 
were  1,439  cases  of  tardiness  reported  and  87  cases  of  whipping,  including 
five  girls. 

Central  and  Shore  Schools  were  built  in  1913.  Of  36  who  bid  on  the 
job,  the  lowest  bidder  received  $85,000  for  the  construction  of  both 
schools.  Thus  was  born  a  healthy  rivalry  that  continued  to  excite  people  all 
over  town  for  many  years.  The  rivalry  was  a  challenge  to  each  school.  At 
the  time,  only  a  few  rooms  were  occupied  by  high  school  classes. 
Although  classes  were  mixed  at  Shore  High,  the  boys  had  to  use  the  Bliss 
Road  (East  222nd  Street)  entrance,  while  the  girls  were  obliged  to  enter 
from  Babbitt  Road. 

A  whole  new  era  of  high  school  environment  started  with  the  building 
of  a  single  Euclid  high  school  in  1949.  Euclid  Senior  High  School  opened 
with  an  enrollment  of  1,850  in  grades  10  through  12.  A  new  history  of 
Euclid  public  high  school  experience  was  born.  Peak  enrollment  in  the  top 
three  grades  was  reached  between  1965-75  when  almost  3,000  students 
were  enrolled. 

Euclid  high  schools  have  contributed  to  local,  national  and 
international  offerings  in  music,  art,  sports  and  in  the  areas  of  science, 
business,  politics  and  education,  as  well  as  in  general  entries  into  the  work 
force  of  America.

We  welcome  you  to  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Banquet  and  Induction 
Ceremony  of  the  Euclid  High  Schools  Sports  Hall  of  Fame.

Teams;  two  News-Herald  Player  of  the  Week;  three  G.C.C.  Shot  Put 
Championships;  one  State  Shot  Put  Runner-Up;  one  Ned  Weingart  Relay 
Team;  one  State  Swimming  Qualifier;  one  All-Ohio;  one  Mike  Garcia 
Award;  one  Cleveland  Plain  Dealer  Player  of  the  Year;  and  three 
All-District. 

As  Collegians  they  achieved  two  Conference  Team  Championships,  one 
MAC  All-Academic  Baseball  Team  and  one  graduated  Cum  Laude. 

On  the  professional  level  one  inductee  played  for  the  Patriots  Super 
Bowl  Championship  Team,  was  an  NFL  rookie  punter  and  twice  Special 
Teams  Player  of  the  Week.  He  is  still  playing  in  the  NFL  with  the  Patriots 
under  a  five-year  contract.

Jack  Shea  was  all  speed  and  scoring  machine  when  he  played  quarterback, 
halfback  and  fullback  for  Euclid  Central's  powerhouse  football  teams  from  the  1927 
through  the  1930  seasons. 

During  that  time  he  excelled  in  the  fall  on  the  gridiron,  where  he  won  many 
honors.  But  Jack  was  always  versatile,  and  apparently  quite  a  time  manager.  In  the 
winter  he  participated  in  two  sports,  wrestling  and  basketball;  and  in  the  spring  he 
also  found  time  to  serve  as  a  catcher  on  the  baseball  team,  as  well  as  running  track  as 
a  sprinter  and  relay  team  anchor  man. 

Playing  on  Coach  Al  Rader's  Central  football  teams  with  Hall  of  Famers  Len 
Sadosky  and  Joe  Sintic,  Jack  time  and  again  found  the  end  zone,  often  in  dramatic 
ways.  In  1928,  for  example,  as  a  10th  grader  he  picked  up  a  loose  ball  in  his  own  end 
zone  and  raced  through  the  entire  Brush  High  team  for  a  102-yard  touchdown  en 
route  to  a  36-0  victory. 

A  regular  All-Greater  Cleveland  Conference  selection  at  running  back,  "Speed 
Shea,"  as  he  was  called  in  a  long  dedication  poem  written  by  Coach  Rader  after  the 
1928  season,  opened  opponents'  eyes  from  that  sophomore  season  on.  He  was  a 
unanimous  choice  to  captain  the  football  team  in  his  senior  year. 

A  four-year  letterman  in  football,  Jack  was  always  a  threat  to  score.  In  1930, 
he  was  selected  as  a  first-team  mnning  back  on  the  Cleveland  Plain  Dealer's 
All-Scholastic  Team,  the  lone  representative  on  the  first  team  who  was  not  from  a 
much  larger  Greater  Cleveland  school.  That  year  Jack  was  responsible  for  most  or  all 
of  his  team's  points  in  many  games,  scoring  five  touchdowns,  for  example,  in  a  51-7 
win  over  Maple  Heights. 


The  Cleveland  Press  also  selected  Jack  as  a  1930  first-team  All-Scholastic 
running  back,  referring  to  his  "prodigious  scoring  record"  being  the  "main  reason 
Euclid  Central  won  the  Eastern  Conference  title." 

Central  had  only  49  boys  enrolled  in  the  entire  school  during  the  1930-3 1 
school  year.  In  the  fall  of  that  year,  the  1930  football  season,  half  of  those  boys 
reported  for  the  first  football  practice.  Coach  Rader  was  impressed  by  the  spirit 
being  shown  at  practices,  but  he  was  also  a  firm  realist.  He  explained  in  a  news 
article  why  he  used  only  1 5  of  his  players  as  regulars,  Jack  being  among  them:  "With 
the  exception  of  the  15  we  call  our  regulars,  all  our  boys  are  too  small  for  competitive 
football.  But  with  those  1 5  we  hope  to  win  the  championship  of  the  Eastern 
Conference,  just  as  we  won  the  title  in  the  old  Greater  Cleveland  loop  for  three  years 
in  succession."  And  Central  did  win  the  title  that  year. 

Jack  was  one  of  Coach  Rader' s  "60-minute  men"  from  his  sophomore  season 
on.  A  leader  in  the  56-12  rout  over  arch-rival  Euclid  Shore  in  1930,  his  star  burned 
especially  bright  during  that  last  season.  On  the  football  field  he  was  an  apt 
embodiment  of  the  school's  mascot,  the  Lion. 

Although  referred  to  once  as  "the  fighting  Irishman"  in  a  school  newspaper 
article,  Jack  was  also  admired  for  his  modesty  and  humility.  He  acted  in  school 
plays  and  was  selected  to  the  prestigious  National  Athletic  Scholarship  Society  in 
his  senior  year. 

After  high  school  Jack  went  to  John  Carroll  University  where  he  won  two 
letters  in  football. 

Jack,  who  lived  in  Euclid  with  his  family,  has  passed  away  and  is  survived  by 
his  wife  Ellen  and  their  three  sons  and  two  daughters.

William  "Willie"  Yozipovlch ...  Central,  '46 


Willie  Yozipovich  was  an  all-around  star  in  three  sports  at  Central,  earning  12 
letters,  four  each  in  football,  basketball  and  baseball.  In  fact,  one  of  his  coaches,  Hall 
of  Fame  member  Hal  Lebovitz,  was  asked  by  a  newspaper  reporter  about  Willie,  and 
he  responded  that  "everything  in  sport  came  easy  to  him." 

Belying  his  small  size  (5'-4"--5'-6"  and  120-130  pounds)  while  in  high  school, 
Willie  turned  his  size  into  an  advantage.  Dubbed  "Wee  Willie"  and  "Willie  Waif  by 
newspaper  reporters,  Willie  played  under  three  Sports  Hall  of  Famers:  Lebovitz  and 
Jim  Calvert  (basketball  and  baseball)  and  Tommy  Thompson  (football). 

He  played  quarterback  in  football,  guard  in  basketball  and  second  base  in 
baseball.  He  captained  the  basketball  team  in  1946,  his  senior  year,  and  scored  21 
points  (a  very  high  individual  total  for  that  era)  in  a  then-school  team  scoring  record 
of  78  points  in  a  78-34  win  over  Orange.  As  a  eager  Willie  was  described  in  the 
press  as  "fast,  clever,  shoots  from  crazy  angles,  has  good  range  while  going  full 
speed,  steals  the  ball  from  the  big  boys  and  breaks  loose  for  a  one-handed  shot." 

Varsity  Club  president  in  his  senior  year,  Willie  was  offered  a  four-year 
basketball  scholarship  to  Akron  University,  but  he  declined  the  offer  to  join  the 
Marine  Corps  where  he  served  from  1946-1948.  Before  he  left  for  the  Marines, 
however,  he  achieved  another  distinction,  being  named  as  a  sandlot  baseball  player 
all-star  second  baseman  who  played  in  a  July  14,  1946,  Cleveland  News  All-Star 
Amateur  Day  game.  Playing  for  the  Tris  Speaker  Team  against  the  George  Sisler 
Team  (both  Cleveland  Indian  greats  Sisler  and  Speaker  were  in  attendance),  Willie 
played  second  base,  got  a  hit  and  scored  one  of  his  team's  three  runs  in  a  4-3  loss 
before  18,300  fans. 

After  his  Marine  Corps  hitch,  Willie  worked  first  at  Eaton  Axle,  then  for  the 
Village  Cab  company  as  a  dispatcher  and  then  in  the  restaurant  and  bar  business.  He 
had  five  children,  all  of  whom  graduated  from  Euclid  High  School.  In  the  1960's  he 
was  a  pitcher/manager  for  Tracy  Tavern  in  the  Euclid  Slo-Pitch  Softball  League. 
Willie  moved  to  Florida  in  1970,  where  he  played  golf  year-round.  He  passed  away 
in  September,  1989.

Edward  "Ed"  John  Nobbe,  Sr. ...  Euclid,  '50 


Ed  Nobbe  was  a  four-sport,  12-letter  winner  at  Shore  which  closed  down  as  a 
high  school  in  the  fall  of  1949,  just  before  he  graduated  in  January  1950  in  the  first 
graduating  class  at  the  just-built  Euclid  Senior  High  School. 

A  star  in  basketball,  football  and  track  and  field,  Ed  played  under  Hall  of  Fame 
Coaches  Ford  Case  and  Jim  Calvert  (basketball),  Clarence  Swackhamer  and  Case 
(track)  and  Walt  Schwegler  (football). 

He  was  captain  of  the  last  track  team  at  Shore  in  the  spring  of  1949  and 
co-captain  of  the  very  first  basketball  team  at  Euclid  Senior.  On  the  football  team  he 
played  right-end  on  offense  and  defense.  During  the  basketball  season  he  played 
center.  Amazingly,  during  the  spring  track  season  he  ran  in  the  following  events:  the 
dashes,  the  220  relay,  the  110  high  hurdles,  the  220  low  hurdles,  the  440  and  the  mile, 
and  then  with  his  remaining  energy  he  high-jumped  for  good  measure. 

Ed  made  the  All-Conference  team  as  a  basketball  player  in  his  senior  year  and 
the  All-Tournament  team  while  at  Shore.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  National 
Athletic  Scholarship  Society. 

Ed  played  football  during  his  one  year  at  Albion  College  in  Michigan,  but  he 
was  drafted  while  still  in  college  to  serve  in  the  Army  during  the  Korean  War.  He 
served  in  Korea  as  a  tank  commander  from  June  1952  until  October  1953  when  he 
was  discharged  with  the  rank  of  master  sergeant. 

Back  home  Ed  started  a  40-year  career  as  an  operating  engineer  (tower  crane 
operator)  for  the  Albert  M.  Higley  Company  which,  using  Ed's  skills,  has  built  in 
recent  years  such  notable  Cleveland  landmarks  as  Tower  City,  Browns  Stadium, 
Jacobs  Field,  Gund  Arena  and  Key  Tower. 

Currently  living  in  Wickliffe,  Ohio,  Ed  has  been  married  to  wife  Betty  Lou 
(Wise),  a  classmate  of  his,  for  50  years.  They  have  four  children,  10  grandchildren 
and  one  great  grandchild.

lames  "Jim"  N.  Yanchar ...  Euclid,  '58 


Jim  was  another  in  a  long  line  of  outstanding  Euclid  basketball  centers. 
As  a  starter  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Jim  Calvert,  he  achieved  a  number  of 
outstanding  honors. 

First  of  all,  Jim  earned  three  varsity  letters  during  his  three  years  at  Euclid  Senior 
High.  During  that  time  he  twice  made  the  All-Lake  Erie  League  Team,  in  his  junior 
and  senior  years.    At  the  same  time  Jim  also  won  All-Scholastic  honors  from  both  the 
Cleveland  Plain  Dealer  and  the  Cleveland  Press. 

During  his  junior  and  senior  years,  Jim  also  was  honored  as  team  captain,  first  as 
a  co-captain  for  the  1956-57  team  and  then  as  the  captain  of  the  1957-58  team.  He 
started  in  46  games  during  this  stretch  and  averaged  14  points  per  game  and  totaled 
644  points  in  his  high  school  career.  He  had  10  high-point  games  where  he  scored 
anywhere  from  16  to  32  points  for  the  game.  His  644  points  were  a  lot  for  that  era 
and  rank  him  24th  all-time  as  a  Euclid  scorer. 

Jim  won  a  basketball  scholarship  to  the  University  of  Toledo,  where  he  played 
for  four  years  and  graduated  in  1962. 

Currently,  Jim  is  a  senior  vice-president  of  March  USA,  Inc.  and  lives  in 
Concord  Township,  Ohio.

jean  N.  Savage  Gammiere ...  Euclid,  '83 


Jean  was  a  standout  in  four  sports  before  she  graduated  from  Euclid  High  in 
1983:  volleyball,  swimming,  basketball,  and  track  and  field.  She  earned  eight  varsity 
letters  altogether  in  those  four  varsity  sports,  with  track  and  field  being  her  area  of 
special  distinction. 

Jean's  senior  year,  1982-83,  was  particularly  noteworthy.  In  volleyball  she  was 
named  to  the  All-Greater  Cleveland  Conference  Team  and  as  the  Euclid  Most 
Valuable  Player.  In  basketball  she  was  named  one  time  as  the  News  Herald  Player  of 
the  Week  and  also  as  an  All-Star  at  the  end  of  the  season.    Then  in  track  she  was  an 
All-GCC  selection,  GCC  shotput  champion,  a  one  time  News  Herald  Player  of  the 
Week,  runner-up  in  the  shotput  at  the  State  Meet,  a  member  of  the  prestigious  Ned 
Weingart  Relay  Team  (of  which  she  was  the  MVP)  and  finally  the  Athlete  of  the 
Year  at  Euclid  High  School. 

She  earned  honors  in  her  other  years  in  high  school  as  well.  She  was  a  State 
qualifier  in  swimming  in  1982,  her  junior  year,  and  was  the  GCC  shotput  champion 
also  in  1981  and  1982  (her  sophomore  and  junior  years,  respectively)  and  was  her 
track  team's  MVP  in  1982. 

Jean's  shotput  record  of  42'-  9"  is  a  school  record  which  was  still  not  broken  or 
tied  as  of  the  time  of  her  induction.  Jean  attended  Bowling  Green  State  University  on 
a  full  track  scholarship.  She  earned  varsity  letters  for  two  years  on  the  track  team 
there.  Her  track  career  was  cut  short  in  college  by  a  shoulder  injury  which  she 
incurred  prior  to  her  graduation  in  1987. 

Jean  currently  is  a  homemaker  who  is  married  to  husband  Pete  Gammiere. 
Today  they  live  in  Mentor,  Ohio,  where  they  are  raising  three  daughters  and  a  son. 
Still  active  athletically,  Jean  now  has  taken  up  a  new  sport,  softball.

Michael  "Mike"  Guilfoyle ...  Euclid,  '89 


A  gentleman  and  a  scholar  in  high  school,  Mike  was  also  a  fierce  competitor 
and  leader  on  both  the  basketball  and  baseball  teams. 

Playing  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Paul  Serra  in  baseball,  Mike  starred  as  a 
shortstop  and  pitcher  during  his  last  three  years  in  high  school. 

Selected  as  captain  of  his  baseball  team  in  his  senior  year,  Mike  also  earned 
All-Ohio  honors,  was  selected  as  the  winner  of  the  Cleveland  Indians'  Mike  Garcia 
Award  for  1989  and  was  tabbed  by  the  Cleveland  Plain  Dealer  as  Player  of  the  Year 
for  1989. 

Mike  also  shined  as  a  basketball  star  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Doc  Daugherty 
in  his  junior  and  senior  years.  He  was  selected,  not  surprisingly,  to  captain  the 
basketball  team  also  in  his  senior  year. 

Always  the  student  as  well,  Mike  was  selected  as  a  National  Honor  Society 
scholar  while  he  was  in  school. 

At  Kent  State  University  Mike  continued  to  excel  in  baseball,  playing  all  four 
years,  being  a  member  of  the  1992  and  1993  Mid- American  Conference  Champions 
and  serving  as  a  team  co-captain  in  1993.  Once  again,  this  time  at  the  college  level, 
Mike's  leadership  skills  were  recognized. 

It  was  no  surprise  also  when,  during  his  last  two  seasons,  Mike  was  named  to 
the  MAC  All-Academic  Baseball  Team  and  that  he  earned  cum  laude  honors  in 
securing  a  bachelor's  degree  in  business  administration  in  1993. 

Putting  his  finance  major  from  college  to  good  use,  Mike  is  now  an  investment 
representative  for  Edward  Jones  Investments.  He  currently  lives  in  Hudson,  Ohio, 
with  his  new  wife  Erika.

Kenneth  "Ken"  N.  Walter ...  Euclid,  '91 


Ken  literally  puts  his  best  left  foot  into  football,  along  with  healthy  doses  of 
perseverance  and  optimism.    Ken  has  loved  kicking  footballs  since  he  was  a  little 
boy.  When  he  got  to  Euclid  High  School,  he  developed  his  punting  skills  to  such  a 
degree  that  he  went  on  to  impress  coaches  after  graduation,  first  for  Kent  State 
University  and  then  at  the  professional  level  for  the  Cleveland  Browns/Baltimore 
Ravens  (at  their  July-August  training  camps),  the  Carolina  Panthers  and  the  New 
England  Patriots.  In  playing  for  the  Patriots  in  the  2001  season,  Ken  earned  a  Super 
Bowl  ring  and  became  the  first  Euclid  graduate  ever  to  play  on  a  Super  Bowl 
Championship  team. 

At  Euclid  High  Ken's  punting  (43.5  yard  average),  under  Coach  Tom  Banc, 
won  him  All-District  honors  two  times  and  a  football  scholarship  to  Kent  State.  He 
was  also  an  All-District  catcher  in  baseball  his  senior  year  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach 
Paul  Serra. 

After  high  school  Ken  worked  as  a  ball  boy  at  the  Cleveland  Browns  training 
camps  from  1992  through  1995  and  at  the  Baltimore  Ravens'  camp  in  1996.  There, 
before  college  training  camp  started,  he  honed  his  punting  technique  and  impressed 
several  National  Football  League  players  and  coaches,  including  Head 
Coach  Bill  Belichick. 

At  Kent  Ken  was  the  punter  and  place  kick  holder  for  three  years  and  earned 
three  varsity  letters.  He  punted  230  times  and  had  a  37.3  yard  average.  As  a  sophomore 
he  had  a  college-career  longest  punt  of  65  yards  against  Central  Michigan  University. 

After  college,  Ken  was  not  drafted  by  any  NFL  team.  Undaunted,  for  two  years 
he  went  to  many  NFL  tryout  camps,  worked  at  landscaping  and  practiced  punting  the 
100  or  so  footballs  which  the  Browns  gave  to  him.  Finally  in  April  1997  Ken  kicked 
the  air  out  of  the  ball  at  a  punting  camp  at  the  University  of  Reno,  and  six  NFL  clubs 
expressed  an  interest  in  him. 


On  April  14,  1997,  Ken  signed  with  the  Carolina  Panthers  and  made  his  NFL 
debut  in  the  1997  season.  During  that  season  he  became  the  All-NFL  Rookie  Punter, 
ranked  third  in  the  NFL  for  average  and  set  a  team  record  of  29  punts  downed  inside 
the  20-yard  line.  He  was  also  named  as  National  Football  Conference  Special  Teams 
Player  of  the  Week  for  a  game  against  the  Cincinnati  Bengals  that  season. 

Ken  starred  for  the  Panthers  for  four  seasons,  setting  marks  which  still  stood  as 
of  the  time  of  his  induction.  In  1998  he  punted  77  times  and  dropped  25  inside  the 
20.  He  had  a  team-record  38.1  yard  net  average,  led  the  NFL  in  fewest  number  of 
punt  touchbacks,  ranked  second  in  the  NFC  in  net  average  and  helped  the  Panthers' 
punt  coverage  teams  to  hold  opponents  to  the  lowest  punt  return  average  (4.9  yards) 
in  the  NFL. 

In  1999  Ken's  punting  efforts  helped  Carolina's  punt  coverage  teams  to  rank 
second  in  the  NFL  and  set  another  team  record  of  one  punt  touchback  for  the  entire 
season  to  lead  the  NFL  for  the  second  straight  year. 

In  2000,  his  last  season  with  the  Panthers,  Ken's  punting  again  helped  his  team's 
punt  coverage  team  to  rank  second  in  the  NFL  for  return  average,  and  he  personally 
kicked  his  longest  professional  punt  66  yards  against  the  San  Diego  Chargers.  At 
Carolina  Ken  accounted  for  five  of  the  six  longest  punts  in  the  team's  history  and  set 
other  team  records  such  as  the  best  punting  average  of  42.2  yards  (in  his  rookie  year) 
and  dropping  86  career  punts  inside  the  20. 

Released  by  the  Panthers  in  April  2001,  Ken  waited  until  getting  the  call  on  October 
17,  2001,  from  New  England  and  Head  Coach  Bill  Belichick,  the  former  Browns  Coach 
when  Ken  was  a  ball  boy.  Ken  punted  and  held  for  the  place  kicks  in  1 1  games  during 
the  2001  season,  was  named  American  Football  Conference  Special  Teams  Player  of  the 
Week  for  his  punting  against  the  Miami  Dolphins,  finished  the  season  ranked  second  in 
the  NFL  with  a  38. 1  yard  net  average,  and  placed  24  of  his  49  punts  inside  the  20,  a 
48.9%  average  that  was  the  highest  in  the  league.  And,  of  course,  he  held  the  ball  for 
place  kicker  Adam  Vinatieri's  dramatic  field  goals  which  helped  to  defeat  the  Patriots' 
final  three  playoff  opponents  on  their  way  to  the  Super  Bowl  title:  the  Oakland  Raiders; 
the  Pittsburgh  Steelers;  and,  finally,  the  St.  Louis  Rams. 

All  in  all,  it  has  been  a  pretty  good  career  for  a  left-footed  kicker  who  wears  the 
number  13,  who  was  ignored  by  the  NFL  for  two  years,  who  was  cut  by  the  NFL  team 
that  he  was  heavily  responsible  for  making  respectable  in  punt  coverage,  and  then 
who  was  signed  by  the  NFL  team  in  mid-October  that  went  on  to  win  the  Super  Bowl. 

Ken  now  has  a  comfortable  life.  No  more  sleeping  alone  on  air  mattresses  and 
using  mailing  cartons  for  night  stands.  When  Ken  was  with  Carolina,  he  married  a 
young  lady  named  Chante  whom  he  met  and  fell  in  love  with  in  Nevada.  As  man  and 
wife  they  lived  near  Charlotte  in  a  lovely  home  which  overlooked  a  private  golf 
course  and,  appropriately,  the  13th  hole.  Now  Ken  and  Chante  reside  in  another 
lovely  home,  this  time  in  Norton,  Massachusetts,  near  the  home  of  the  Super  Bowl 
Champion  Patriots  with  whom  Ken  has  signed  a  five-year  contract.

Raymond  "Ray"  Fisher ...  Honorary 


Nice  guys  don't  always  finish  last,  the  way  Leo  "The  Lip"  Durocher  depicted 
them,  because  a  gentleman  like  Ray  Fisher  comes  along  and  politely  lays  waste  to 
Leo's  nice  guy  myth. 

Ray  was  a  fixture  in  the  Euclid  High  School  baseball  program  as  an  assistant 
coach  for  14  years.  Before  that  he  was  a  Euclid  C.Y.O.  Coach  for  six  years  and  an 
active  Pony  League  baseball  coach  and  then  a  backer  for  24  years.  During  that  span 
teams  that  he  coached  won  titles  1 1  times.  Altogether  Ray  has  been  a  baseball  coach 
in  Cleveland  and  Euclid  for  40  years. 

Ray  was  a  lifetime  member  of  the  Euclid  Pony  League  and  a  winner  of  the 
Golden  Deeds  Award  from  the  Greater  Cleveland  Baseball  Coaches  Association  in 
1988.  He  has  served  as  the  American  Legion  District  Baseball  Chairman  for  10  years 
and  American  Legion  Post  343  Baseball  Chairman  for  22  years.  He  is  an  eight-time 
president  of  the  Euclid  Sports  Commission,  serving  on  that  body  for  the  past  25 
years.  He  is  also  on  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  Euclid  Pony  League  and  was 
given  the  Good  Guy  Memorial  Award  in  1982. 

After  graduating  from  East  Technical  High  School  in  Cleveland  in  1942,  Ray 
joined  the  Navy  and  served  in  submarines  in  the  Pacific  Theater  of  Operations  until 
he  was  discharged  in  1946.  He  became  a  Euclid  resident  in  1962  and  began  his 
tenure  as  a  solid  citizen  at  that  time.  He  is  a  lifetime  member  of  the  American 
Legion,  AMVETS  and  P.L.A.V.  He  was  honored  by  the  American  Legion  as  Post 
Veteran  of  the  Year  in  1987  and  as  Euclid,  Ohio,  Citizen  of  the  Year  in  1996. 

Ray  was  a  factory  representative  for  the  Broyhill  Furniture  Company  for  29 
years.  He  has  also  been  a  representative  for  athletic  excellence,  good  will  and  fair 
play  on  the  playing  fields  of  Euclid  for  40  years.
